- New Youk, May 10 — Tlie .excileiiifcnt 
at tlie several Brooklyn banks haa calinod 
down. Tlio Atlantic Stiito bunk is open 
to-day, but no business' ia tiuiisacted. Tlio 
bank examiner got through lust iiiglit atul 
found overylliing all right and the capital 
of the bank uiiiinpaicd . 

3 p. in. — Suliginiiii has cabled fur ship- 
ments from Kurcpe of 1,000,000 franca 
in Napoleons and probably £100,000 in 
double eagle.s from Luiitlon. 

Ru.sBoU Sagu has just stated to Jay 
Gould that he has settlodi more than three 
quarters of hiapiita and will continuo set- 
tling lip as fast as his force can ligure ac- 
counts. The speculative day ended peace- 
fully. All evidence goes to show that the 
period of aemi panio is over and monetary 
affairs are gradually returning to their ac- 
customed culidilinii. 

Fisk & Hatch to-day turned over S2,- 
500,000 of securities left with them for 
safe keeping and are prepared to return 
all securities deposited with them us col- 
laterals un loans as soon as the latter aru 
paid oflT. It seems to be the impression 
in Wall street circloH that all danger of a 
continuance of the disturbaiiue of the past 
few days is over. 

0. P. Hunlinnton, president of the 
Chesapeake it Ohio railro^id, was inter- 
viewed regarding the statement that Fisk 
& Hatch wera eiii&arrassed through hold- 
ing the stock.s of that ruad and Central 
Pacific. He rcspoiidetl : "The re]iorts tiro 
untrue. 1 known tl:e linn has not any 
Central Pacific, and 1 think it cannot hold 
any Chesapeake it tJhio, unless it is some 
that it had before the panic of 187:i. The 
firm sold most of its Chesapuako & Ohio 
at high jirices but may have some still, pos- 
sibly 1,000 shares. 

The run on the Emigrant Industrial 
Savings bank abated to day; §100,000 was 
paid out yesterday. 

The run on Greenwich S.ivings bank is 
ended . 

There was a stendyjrun on the German 
Savings bank to-jday., most of ihem being 
women. 

There were many depositors but few of 
them were drawing out at the Second Na- 
tional. 

At the Bleckor Street bank the run is 
confined to Italians. 

Tribune editorial: "'J'lioro i.^ a general 
feeling that the wor.st is over. There is 
universal CiUitiun, and there ia especially 
no evidence that this has been or will 
develop into nnylhiug more than a stock 
speculation panic. , 

New York, May 16. — From Brooklyn 
Eaf;lo: "This morning Justice Cullen at a 
Special term of the supreme court granted 
an order of arrest in tlii^ action of \V. H. 
Gale and Louis Spader against .1. 11. Hav 
erly. PliiiiitilFs lawyer stated that J.H. 
Harerly and VV. Birch, of minstrel fame, 
owned an equal interest in the comedy 
theatre of New York formerly used by th^ 
San Francisco minstrels. Haverly, Galo 
and Spader aiihaeiinenily formed a co- 
partnership under the name of the "In- 
ternational American Kxchango," Elaver- 
)y, as ftUegrd, representing to Galo and 
Spader ho could obtain Birch's half inter- 
est in the comedy theatre for §1,000. 
Spader thinking the investment profitable 
requested that Haverly negotiate with 
Birch at the figures ntuned. A short lime 
ftfterwards Haverly reimrted that liirch 
would not accept ^1,000, but wanted Sti,- 
000. After deliberation ( iale and Spiider 
resolved to accept the terms. The money 
was handed to Haverly, who duly report- 
ed that he iiad concluded the purchase fur 
SG.OOO. Haverly, (is alleged, produced a 
bill of sale transferring the property; but 
it was observed that the transfer was to 
Haverly alone, -and that the consideration 
was only $1. Qule and Spader sought an 
explaniition. Haverly said the transaction 
was' made to him solely, as Birch -would 
!J;not have disposed of his interest in tho 
theatre to any other iieraon at'so low 
vft figure. As to the considerytion Haverly 
Ksaid the. sum of .^1 was inserted in the bill 
^SPeile in order that memberaof tho theat- 
rical profession might not know the terms 
on which tho sale was made. Plaintiffs 
allege it has como to their knowledge that 
Haverly has paid for Birch's half interest 
\n the theatre the sniall sum of §500, in- 
§te^d of 8(5,000, iiiid he camp into posses- 
pjpp tinlawfiilly of 4!,'),i500 as profit on hiq 
transaction. The allidavit of W. Biroh 
corroborates the allegation made by plain- 
tifl's. IJuverly was to sail for Euvop e to-

banks there.

TouoNio, May 8.- Wriu'litman and 
Graham were yesteril.iy arraigned at Lon- 
don un the charge >f the murder of tirant 
Silcox at Middlemiss, but on application 
of counsel the commencoment of the trial 
waa postponed till to-day owing to the 
lateness of the hour. The court-room was 
packed by a dense crowd. 

The trial of the [jrisuners for the Lazier 
murder was continued at I'lctoii yester 
day, and tho case for the prosecution clos- 
ed. There being no evidence inculpating 
David Lowder, ho was set at liberty by 
order of tho judge.

COLONIAL Fli DERATION. 

Colonial FeJeratiun is a subject which 
has been iltseuased both-at home and in 
the colonies more thun once, especinlly a 
general federution uf all the colonies 
either in groupes or as u whole. The 
scheme in its wiUle.st souse is 11 very large 
one, and probably require both time 

'and the pressure of ciroumstiinces to brin<! 
about its practical discussion. The e.\- 
ainple of the Canadian provinces, which 
notwithstanding some jealousies, has 
proved fairly suecesaf 111 , hiis however bad 
its iiiUiioiice. It is in) woiidur tlu^rcfore 
to find that the .Vustraliaii hiu-o seriously 
approached the problem of feileraticii with 
n view to its practical solution, lii con- 
sequence of a statement made by Lord 
Derby in the early portion of the session 
with regard to the convention of repre- 
sentatives of -Australian colouios, hold at 
Sydney, the Melbourne Art;u3 yives the 
colonial view of the situation which is 
briefly arranged under two heads — 1st, a 

■ scheme to establish a federal couucd and 
2nd the protectiun of the western Pacific 
fron}<fpreign annexation. The secretary 
of state intends that no action shall be 
taken in regard to the federal council un 
til the various local leijisiatures have 
adopted addresses to the imperial govern- 
ment, ratifying the measure, and little 
will be done in the way of creating a pro- 
tectorate in the western Pucilic until the 
federal body is in existence. It is hoped 
that all the addro.sscs will bo adopted 
before the end of , I line, and that the L5ri- 
tish government will not tlii-uw tlie bill 
out, but make it law the present session. 
Of course there are the usual obstacles iu 
the zealousness of the colonies, and also 
an amount of party feeling in each colony 
itself. Victoria, however, haajuatnowu 

.coalition government, and federation 
would be likely to meet with impartial 
discussion, but iKjlwithstauding, the ad- 
vocates and friends of federation in the 
different colonies would re(iuire all tho 
aid and sympathy which they could re- 
ceive from public opinion at home. In 
Lord Carnarvon's time federation was 
tried with the South African colonies and 
a preliminary onabliuL' bill was passed. 
This would be scarcely expecteil by tho 
Australian colonies, but it would be wise 
to take the colonies at their word and 
rivet the band while the iron was hot. 
The colonial odice slmuld be ready with 
an enabling act, have the addresses 
adopted in ,)uiie and the net passed the 
present year. 'I'liere has been some 
doubt as to the co-oporatioii of Xew South 
Wales on account of her jealousy of Vic- 
toria in the matter; but the latter province 
has somewhat allayed this by allowing her 
sister colony to lead. .According to the terms, 
any four colonies can confederate and 
others come in afterwards if tliey chose. 
The federal i.s.sue and the protection of 
the western I'acitic can be ea-sily arranged 
on account of the good understanding 
between the colonies and the Imperial 
governraont. One disagreeable subject 
to these colonies ia the pending F'roncli 
penal policy, in which it is proposed to 
mako use of New Caledonia and the Xuw 
Hebridies, which lie in the very heart of 
the Australian states, and on this plea the 
colonies urge that the protection of the 
western Pacific shonld by struck out of 
the bill. To get over this difliculty the 
foreign oflieo has proposed to Ki-.ince that 
these islands should be ct'ded to Australia 
in exchange for the Falkland Isles, with 
the addition of a sum of money, which in 
that case, if it was reasonable, the ccdonies 
would not object to [jrovide themselves.

FIBE NEAR YALE. 

Tlie A«'id Works l)eslroy<Ml. 

Yale, May 17. — Acid works at Yale 
completely dostroyod at nine o'clock to- 
day while Mr. Asliworth and four China- 
men wero grinding nitro. A small ex- 
plosion occurred which ignited tho nitre, 
and Mr. Aahworth was severely biirnou 
about tho head, fiice and arms, but imU 
live. A Chinese fureaian, Sam, ia burued 
almost to a cinder, and will die. Mr. Ash- 
worth's family, living near, escaped with 
their lives but lost nearly all their posses 
sions. 

The tire got into the .sulphur arehouae 
and nitre sacks, and could not Lio control- 
led. Some hitch occurred in tho lire brig- 
ade which resulted '.n tho online nut boing 
sent to tho rescue. Enough acid and gly- 
cerine savod to keep the powder fastory 
at work tor a month. Loss in plant and 
niMerial will be about .?75,000. 

Mr. Asliw(jrth was taken tu the hospit- 
al at once and ia comfortable. Tho China- 
man was dressed and is in a tent near the 
works not being able to be moved. — Post. 

ni«4>tint|r or Licoiiscd Victuallers 

A meeting of the Licensed ^'ictuHl!er8' 
Aaaociation, N'ictoria, was held on Friday. 
There was a largo attondanco. Tho gath- 
ering was for tho object nf discussing mea- 
sures to resist the enforcement uf the 
Dominion Tjifpinr License .Vet which we 
have ever denounced as an invasion of 
provincial right.s. Incidentally, tho ovils 
of open gambling \\ei'u touched ii|)<>n and 
tho sentmiont of tho meeting waa unani- 
mously in favor of its abolition. Two 
city councillors jnade atirring remarks in 
which they declared that open gambling 
must be 2>it.t down in obedience to the de- 
mand of public sentiment. After decid- 
ing on a course of action with respect to 
the anti-liquor agitation, the association 
adjourned. It is hoped that at their neat 
meeting a strong resolution con- 
demning gambling will be adopted . A 
resolution of the kind would greatly 
strengthen the hands of the association in 
their opposition to the Dominion Act and 
would gain them friends among those who 
now stand aloof from the controversy 
under tho impression that tho licensed 
victuallers u// support gambling, which is 
not by any means the fact.

AKOITND aiJ»APP13I.I.E. 

The " iBclI aii«l Sykcs Farms. 

(Wiimipcif Sun, April lltti.) 

Mr. L. M. Jones, uf Llarria it Co., the 
well iknowu agricultural implement tinn, 
returned to tho city yesterday from a trip 
west. 

■ Tho followiiis? cominuiiicntion with a re- 
porter will b(! road with interest: 

"I believe, Mr. Jones, you have latoly 
been west on a visit to aomu of tho largo 
farms 1" 

"Yes, I have boon out west for the past 
t6n' days; and have visited several large 
farms. 

"Did you visit the Bell farnil" 
' "Yos, I spent a day or two there and 
was well pleased with what I .saw. Thoy 
— 'have 7,000 acres ready for crop, and when 
I loft there last Tuesday they had 5,000 
acres of wheat already sown. Tho other 
2,000 acres they intend sowing with oats. 
They will nho put in about 1,000 noroa of 
oats on now breakinj;. They havu ii largo 
number of teams and are duiu^ a ^ri'at 
deal of work in a short time this sousun." 

"Would you inform niu in what way 
they till the ground — in what nianiiur do 
^they prepare tho land for tho tirst crop)" 
,^{|'5mey do not back set their breaking as 
mo'srfarrhe'rs do in thfa ' pfbvitici). The 
breaking is only dono witli the sulky plows 
and tho soil is broken .suniewliat dee[)er 
than is usual. In spring they put on 
broad cast seeders and sow the grain while 
the ground is frozen and tho harrow can- 
not be used. In the afternoon while tho 
a haHjow* ,«wiU- work thoy^ use„, -,the' 
V: hSriiea with which they have been sowing 
to harrow also. In this way they save a 
good (leal of time. The Iiarrow vised by 
thum is a very heavy spring tooth li.vrrow 
for which they use threo horses and by 
going^ over the ground twice (once witli 
and once across the furrow) they cover tho 
grain nicely and leave a very nice and 
smooth seed bed." 
, ."What quantity do they i)roposo to 
' breakjlhis year! " 

''.'Tliey have nearly ona hundred teams 
and intend to break 7,000 or 8,000 acres 
so that no.xt year tliey will have about 
15,000 acres under crop." 

"I understand' you sold them a Urge 
number of binders!" 

"Yea, Isold them 2;"! Now Brantford 
binders which with tliose they purchased 
last season will bo sufficient to cut thoir 
crop this year, but they will require an 
additional 50 for next season. 

"Did you visit the farm where ihe steam 
jjIows are used V" 

"Yes, I visited it also niul was very much 
pleiiKed with it. Thisistlo 'Edgley Farm,' 
but it is generally known here as the 'Sykcy 
Farm.' ihey were iur^i n.-ttiug out Quir 
engines to begin lianowiii;^ when 1 viHiteil 
them on Tuesday last, and in onlcr to see 
the working of the enjiint's anil harrows I 
returned to the farm again cju Friday, when 
tUey bad got everything in opeiatiou. " 

"How much land have thfv broken, and 
ill what unmuor do they ])rei)iire their 
land?" 

"Thoy have 1,600 acres broUou, which 
they did last season, and like the Bell Purm 
people, they do not "bacli-set" any of thoir 
land. They have two enf^dnes, one at each 
end of the seetioii, ami thi' jilows are drawn 
back and forth with a eable. One jdow is 
fastened to the ealile in tlu; eentre of the 
field, and the othtu- at tli.^ ucar mgine. 
Then the engine al the far cud jiulls the 
two plows towards it, ami when the cable 
has travelled one-lialf uiiir, tlie iihiws will 
have plowed one mile, each travelling half 
way. Then the engine at tho near end 
pulls them back, and in this manner all 
their ijlowiug was done last season. Last 
after the plowing was done, they put 
on a very heavy 'discer, ; or what is general- 
ly known her(! as a disc harrow. The dises 
are placed on two separate axles, each about 
twenty feet long, the one following closely 
behind the otlu.T. These ari' drawn by the 
engines, whieli are now plaeed so as to draw 
the harrow across the furrows, and cut tho 
fnrrow.s, and cut the sod up into pieces of 
from three to si.x inches in length. Thty 
harrow the land before jmttiug in the seed, 
■with aiarge heavj' harrow swung between 
whoela, also drawn by the engines, and 
which leaves the ground in beautifid order 
for the grain. The seed bed thus formed is 
the finest I have ever seen in this country 
for the first crop, and certainly under rea- 
sonably favorable oireumstanees they may 
ci.xjieet a very large yield. .Vfter their grain 
is sown, which thoy do with an ordiuar}*' 
seeder, which covers the grain at the same 
time, they roll all the land, leaving it very 
nieo and level for cutting," 

"How docs the engine draw the ealih'?" 

"A large drum is plaeed under the centre 
of the engine, around which the cable 
winds." 

"What arrangement is used for reversing 
the plows." 

"The plows are never turned around. 

Each plow has tun bottoms, live at each 
end, facing in opposite directions, and 
is swung on the centre irf a large axle car- 
ried on two largo and wrought-iron wheels. 
At either end is a small load-wheel, at 
which a man is [daced, who guides the 
plow and keeps it in its propor position. 
When the end is reached he takes his seat 
at the opposite end of tho plow, thus tilt- 
ing the plow, bringing 'the bottoms used 
in making the last furrows out of the 
ground and employing those nut in use 
before." 

r : , "Gail tlio crop bo harvested with the 
• same engine I" 

"No; thoro m at present no binder 
made which can bo used with an engine. 
I sold them 8 Now Brantford binders with 
which they will cut thoir crop this season, 
hut they will use their engines to run 
their threshers." 

"How much will thoy break this com- 
ing season?" 

"They intend to break about 1,800 
acres this season which will about double 
thoir present acreage." 

"How largo is their farm?" 
, "J think the ihanager, Mr. Cameron, 
told me that there are 20,000 acres in the 
farm. It is situated about six miles from 
Capell station, and is certainly a magnifi- 
cent tract of land. 

"Did you visit any other large farms ? ' 

"No, I did not visit any others so large 
as those. I did intend visiting the Con- 
nell Farm, but as Mr. Connell had loft 
for Winnipeg the day before I reached 
thoro I did not go out to his place, but re- 
turned and mot him here in Winnipeg. He 
also has 1,700 acres broken and ready 
for crjp, most of which lie 'backset' last 
year." 

"Does he use steam on his farm?" 

''No; ho does all tho work except thresh- 
ing with horses. He will, in addition to 
what he has now under crop, break about 
4,000 acres more this year, and next year 
will break about 4,000 acres, giving him 
nearly- 8;000 then ready for crop. Mr. 
Connell was in the city for tho purpose of 
purchasing supplies of different kinds foj 
his farm and wo sold him 8 gang plows, a 
number of walking plows, a steam thresh- 
ar, Jliowarsj rakes, and 7 New Brantford 
flelfbinding harvesters, which, with those 
' purchased last season, will be aufticient to 
<5Ut hia'large crop. " 

"We suppose you look upon those as 
|>retty lorge orders/" 



"Yea, it has never before happonod in 
Canada that threo men were ret uired to 
purchase forty binders to cut their crop, 
and no fifteen farrtiors in Ontario would 
require as many^ _ But even this ' large 
number will be more than doubled on each 
of these throe farms next^fleaspQ." 

"How did yOii find' ' b'usines's gener- 
ally ?" 

"Well, things have improved much 
within tho past thirtj- days, and wo can 
look forward to a very good season in our 
business."
